18.-^Oklahoma 
was honored today by the confirma­ 
tion by the senate of Preston 
Mc- 
Goodwin to be minister to Venezuela, 
this diplomatic post being the most 
important federal position that ever 
was given <o an Oklahoma democrat 
and which pays an annual salary of 
$10,000. McGoodwin had the united 
support of the Oklahoma congression­ 
al delegation. The confirmation came 
after a long fight made by political op­ 
ponents. 
One of the staunchest champions of 
McGoodwin at the executive session of 
the senate this afternoon was Senator 
Pomerene of Ohio, who as a member 
hf the [foreign relations committee 
investigated the charges preferred in 
Ohio, where Mr. McGoodwin was once 
employed. These Ohio charges, it is 
declared, were instigated by political 
enemies of McGoodwin in Oklahoma, 
who also made the welkin ring within 
state borders in an attempt to defeat 
the confirmation. 
Among the other senators who vig­ 
orously championed McGoodwin were 
Senator Scone of Missouri, Senator 
Vardaman of Mississippi and Senator 
Hoke Smith of Georgia. Both the Ok­ 
lahoma senators also lauded President 
Wilson's choice. Mr. McGoodwin was 
summoned 
to 
Washington 
several 
weeks ago by Sescretary Bryan, it 
being desired that he hasten to his 
fuaire posit, Carcase to handle the 
United States in tcrests during the 
rebellion instigated by Former Pres­ 
ident Castro. Charges that McGoodwin 
was a republican were filed from sev­ 
eral points and his departure was de­ 
layed. After a thorough investigation 
on all sides, these were found to be 
absolutely groundless.
